New postal regulations from U.S. Congress does not 
address the ongoing slowdown in mail delivery. The new 
regulations were welcomed by postal folks because they 
relieved the postal service of millions of financial obli- 
gations and put that directly on the government. It also 
required postal workers to sign up for Medicare when 
eligible (also relieving the PO from paying their medical 
insurance forever). Studies show a gradual slowdown in 
mail delivery since the 1970’s. Recent guidelines from the 
Postmaster General openly state that mail delivery will get 
even slower. 


The ongoing mess in the Ukraine is heartening on one 
level but horrible and typical war on the flip side. Ukraine 
fighters are apparently putting up a very stiff resistance 
to the much larger Russian assaults, but at a heavy cost 
in human life and property. Pictures showing the damage 
and death in the battle zones present a sobering reality to 
those of us who are only worrying about the upward spiral 
of the price of gasoline. Of course as with most wars, the 
leader of the attackers still sits in his plush office, wearing 
a suit and tie, with little visible concern for the deaths and 
misery being inflicted on the innocent Ukraine citizens 
and his own Russian soldiers.

PASTOR’S CORNER

‘REDEEMING OUR VISION OF GOD - PART 1 
“But as for me, my feet were almost gone; my steps had 
well nigh slipped.” (Psalms 73:2) 


These words were penned by a lesser-known Bible 
character by the name of Asaph. Asaph was what we 
would think of as a choir director for the temple during the 
days of David. According to1 Chronicles 25:1-2, he was 
one who “prophesied according to the order of the king” 
through music. He was a singer of spiritual songs, but 
he was also a spiritual man. Asaph believed that what he 
wrote and sung about God was true. So, when he wrote in 
verse 1 of Psalm 73, “truly God is good to Israel, even to 
such as are of a clean heart,” he believed it to be absolute 


truth, a vital truth...God is good. Those are much more . 


than mere words. Our belief in the goodness of God is a 
foundational truth for our faith. 

But Psalm 73 gives us an intimate look into a time when 
Asaph’s faith was in trouble. In fact, he writes in verse 2, 
“But as for me, my feet were almost gone; my steps had 
well nigh slipped. (3) For I was envious. at the foolish, 
when I saw the prosperity of the wicked.” He knew God 
was good, and just, and holy; but he didn’t understand 
how a good and just God could allow the wicked to pros- 
per, while he himself was “all the day long plagued, and 
chastened every morning.” Asaph was being tempted to 
declare “Divine injustice.” He could never deny that God 
was good to His people; but it also seemed as if God was 
good, perhaps too good, to those who made no attempt to 
live righteously. Rock bottom for Asaph was the statement 
in verse 13: 

“Verily I have cleansed my heart in vain, and washed my 
hands in innocency.” 

The key to understanding Asaph’s struggle is seen in 
verse 3, “For I was envious at the foolish, when I saw 
the prosperity of the wicked.” Asaph took his eyes off 
The Lord! He didn’t set-out toslip-up, but steadying faith 
requires a consistent heavenward gaze. When we allow our 
focus to be drawn away from the eternal things of God to 
the ever-shifting things of this world, it is only a matter of 
time before we slip and fall. 

Distractions come in all shapes and sizes. For Asaph it 
was a misunderstanding of God’s goodness; for others it’s 
the unexplainable suffering in the world. In our modern 
24-hour newscycle it’s easy to find something to draw our 
attention away from the stability of our faith. 

But Asaph’s “faith-crisis” puts him in the good company 
of some of God’s greatest saints. Even John the Baptist 
needed reassurance while he awaited execution in prison 
for preaching truth (Matthew 11). 

Next week we will look at how Asaph recovered from 
his near slip. The remedy may surpriseyou for its simplic-

The senior right-handed 
pitcher tossed an early-season no-hitter against Elba with 
20 strikeouts and last week tossed a one-hitter with 18 
strikeouts in a shutout win over Geneva County. So far this 
season Cashin has pitched 22 and one-third innings, has a 
0.00 earned run average, has allowed only four hits and 
has struck out 64 opposing batters.
